A meeting of the Directors of the 
MaysrilleKatnrtA Gas Company wasbeld 
last evening at the oiflce of the Coanty 
Clerk. The principal business considered 
at the meeting was the troubles between 
the company and R. W. Evans, contrac- 
tor, over the sinking of the well in tbe 
East Eud and the pay for same. 

Tbs contract with Mr. Evans reqoired 
him to sink two wells. Tbe flnt wsa to 
be 1,200 feet deep and be was to be paid 
S2,M0 for linking it, Tbeseoond was to be 
of the laaia depth,bot the pay for drilling 
the last one waa to be only $1,800. The 
drilling wasreqaired to be done in a good, 
worhmaaHko aa a aa r . * 

The first well was started »t\<] Mr. 
Evans was paid $1,500 of the $J,500 
which thaeootraeteallad for. Tbe balance, 
$1,000, was not to be paid until the well 
was finished. Mr. Evans met with more 
difficulties than be expected. Oonalder 
able tronble^nd espenee was inenrred 
before a depth of 1,000 feet was reached, 
caused by bis having to case off small 
reioe of gas an^ water. At abont that 
depth a big rein of salt watir waa atrook. 
The company served notice on the con- 
tractor not (0 do any more drilling until 
fMsh easing wsa pat la to chat off the 
water. Mr. Evans piid no attention to 
this notice, but had tbe workman to drill 
the hut two hundred feet tbroOih thia 
water. He now asks tbe company to pay 
him the rest u( his money, $1,000, but 
thia tbe Directors refoaed to do. 

At the meeting last evening, it was 
finally decided to release Mr. Evans from 
further performance of his contract, pro- 
vided be ,iioa\d allow tbe company tbe 
oae of the machinery now at the well 
for the purpose of conpletini; the well in 
workmanlike manner, and for sinking tbe 
aeoond well—the tnaelilnery to be return- 
ed in good condition to Mr. Evans as 
soon as tbis work is finished— be to 
forfeit the $1,030 he ofaiima to be doe 
him. 

Mr. Evans will be notified of the action 
of the direotora immediately.
